Bremer is 'being held by { 
Maryland authorities in lieu of ! 
$200,000 bond on federal , 
charges, and an additional ! 
$200,000 on state charges. 

Defense attorney Benjamin 
Lipsitz appealed a decision of 
U.S. District Court Judge Ed- 
ward S. Northrop against re- 
, ducing the bond. 

A three-member panel of 
the appeals court in Rich- 
mond, headed by Chief Judge 
Clement F. Haynsworth, re- 
leased a one-paragraph ruling 
upholding Northrop in his ac- 
tion. 

The federal trial of Bremer 
has been delayed indefinitely 
so that Maryland could pro- 
ceed with the state charges. 
The state trial was delayed 
this week and rescheduled for 
July 31. Bremer faces federal 
charges of violating the civil 
rights of Wallace and assault- 
ing federal officers. He is 
charged in state court with as- 
sault with intent to murder 
Wallace and three others.
